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LOCATION 


Katmai National Park and Preserve, consisting of approximately 4,000,000 
acres of public land, is situated at the top of the Alaska Peninsula 
about 290 air miles southwest of Anchorage. It is west of Kodiak and 
aaa islands and Shelikof Strait and east of Bristol Bay (see area 
map). 


There are very few roads within the region; none links the park and 
preserve to any sizable population center. Daily commercial jet flights 
connect Anchorage with King Salmon. Access to the park from King Salmon 
is chiefly by amphibious aircraft. A ten-mile, unpaved road extends 
from King Salmon to a modest public docking area at Lake Camp, just 
inside the park's western boundary. From Lake Camp it is possible to 
enter the park by small boat. 


PURPOSE 


On September 24, 1918, President Wilson proclaimed 1,088,000 acres of 

public land as Katmai National Monument to protect the scientific and 

Scenic wonders associated with Mt. Katmai, Novarupta and the Valley of 
the Ten Thousand Smokes (see Appendix A Proclamation #1487). 


Since the initial proclamation, several additions have been made to the 
original monument, reflecting the evolving perception of the area's 
purpose and values. 


President Hoover, on April 24, 1931, expanded the monument by adding 

much of the upper Naknek River drainage system as well as coastline 

lands northward to the Douglas River. The expansion was made for the 
purpose of including lands with resources of "historical and scientific 
interest and for the protection of brown bear, moose, and other wildlife" 
(see Appendix A Proclamation #1950). 


On August 4, 1942, President Roosevelt added islands in Shelikof Strait 
lying within five miles of the monument's shoreline. These islands were 
added to protect sea mammals and sea bird nesting sites and to discourage 
hunters from using the islands as bases to conduct poaching forays into 
the existing monument (see Appendix A Proclamation #2564). 


January 20, 1969, President Johnson added the west end of Naknek Lake 
for the purpose of protecting “ecological and other scientific values of 
the lake and existing monument." (See Appendix A Proclamation #3890). 
Katmai National Monument at this time totalled 2,797,137 acres. 


On December 1, 1978, President Carter added 1.4 million acres to the 
monument to protect brown bear habitat and watersheds vital to red 
Salmon Spawning. 


The "Ataska National Interest Lands Conservation Act" (ANILCA) of December 
2, 1980, established a 3.7 million acre Katmai National Park and a 

308,000 acre Katmai National Preserve for the following purposes, among 
others: "To protect habitats for, and populations of, fish and wildlife 
including, but not limited to high conentrations of brown/grizzly bears 
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and their denning areas; to maintain unimpaired, the water habitat for 
Significant salmon populations: and to protect scenic, geological, 
cultural and recreation features" (See Appendix B). This legislation 
also supersedes and rescinds the withdrawals made by the Proclamation of 
December 1, 1978. 


SIGNIFICANT RESOURCES 


The Valley of Ten Thousand Smokes, Mt. Katmai, Novarupta and the many 
other volcanic features associated with the eruption of 1912 collectively 
form an internationally significant scientific feature as well as an 
outstanding scenic attraction. 


Katami is the largest unhunted sanctuary for the Alaska brown bear in 
the United States. Summer concentrations of bears occur along the 
park's major salmon streams readily accessible for observation and 
Scientific study. 


The park and preserve embrace the headwaters of river drainages which 
provide vital spawning habitat for the Bristol Bay red salmon. Bristol 
Bay supports the largest red salmon fishery in the world, and the Naknek 
River drainage comprises one of its four most productive aquatic ecosystems. 


Almost the entire park and preserve are of wilderness character, containing 
ecosystems as they have envolved naturally with only isolated manifesta- 
tions of human influences, thus affording a laboratory for the observation 
and study of natural forces in an undisturbed environment. 


The Naknek and Alagnak River drainages, including Naknek Lake, Brooks 
River, Brooks Lake, Grosvenor and Coville lakes, American Creek, and the 
Nonvianuk, Alagnak, and Kulik rivers support a world class rainbow trout 
sports fishery. 


Brooks Camp -- a nationally significant archeological district listed in 
the National Register of Historic Places -- is situated where a series 
of native cultures occupied the river banks and adjoining bluffs for 
4,500 years. Takli Island is also a National Register District. It 
contains evidence of human habitation dating back some 6,000 years. 


As a result of the 1912 eruption, the summit of Mt. Katmai collapsed, 
forming a caldera in which developed a glacier extending down into a 
gradually rising lake. This is thought to be the only glacier in the 
world with a known date of origin. 


Katmai contains a series of high mountains of volcanic origin within the 
Aleutian Range. Several of these mountains are still classified as 
active volcanoes. Two, Mt. Trident and Mt. Martin, are constantly 
steaming; a third, Mt. Mageik, contains a hot, acid lake in its summit 
depression. 


The upper 67 miles of the Alagnak River, including its major tributary 
the Nonvianuk, was established as a wild river by the 1980 ANILCA 
legislation. It provides superlative scenery, sport fishing and other 
recreational opportunities.

The park and preserve contain a broad variety of habitats, such as 
spruce forests, tundra, swamps, lagoons, lakes, rivers, estuaries, 
beaches, rocky slopes and cliffs, which support similarly varied plant 
and animal communities. Of particular interest to the visitor are the 
moose, wolf, lynx, brown bear, wolverine, bald eagle, red salmon, several 
species of fresh water sport fish and resident and migratory birds. 


Fure's trapper's cabin, periodically occupied from 1916 until the 1950's, 
accurately reflects the architecture and life style of this period in 
history. The cabin has been nominated to the National Register of 
Historic Places. 


Historic remains at Old Savonoski, Kukak, Katmai and Kaguyak bays, as 
well as other lesser known sites attest to earlier historic use in the 
park. 


Numerous lakes are an integral part of the park ecosystem and provide 
magnificent vistas and recreational opportunities. Most notable are 
lakes Naknek, Coville, Grosvenor, Nonvianuk, Kukaklek, Brooks, Battle, 
Hammersly, Murray, and Kulik. 


Many small glaciers, ranging from 10-12 miles in length and three to 
four miles wide, enhance the beauty of the mountain landscapes while 
Supporting river and lake systems. 


LEGISLATIVE AND ADMINISTRATIVE REQUIREMENTS 


Katmai has a long legislative history as summarized above in the section 
"Purpose." 


Most recently, Katmai National Park and Preserve were established on 
December 2, 1980, by the "Alaska National Interest Lands Conservation 
Act," (ANILCA) which superseded all previous Presidential Proclamations. 
Relevant legislative provisions of ANILCA are summarized in Appendix 
"Cc". Some sections and titles of the Act are lengthier and more complex 
than others; and whereas the summaries in the appendix indicate the 
general subject matter and highlight provisions, they are not intended 
to serve as legal interpretations nor as substitutes for the sections 
and titles as they appear in the Act. Rather they are indicators that 
direct interested readers to the sections and tiles of ANILCA where the 
full legal text is located. 


The federally owned or controlled lands of the park and preserve shal] 
be administered as units of the National Park System pursuant to the 
provisions of the Act of August 25, 1916 (39 Stat. 535), as amended and 
supplemented, and in accordance with the provisions of Title 16 of the 
United States Code, Title 36 of the Code of Federal Regulations, and 
other applicable law.

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LAND USES AND TRENDS 


Visitor Facilities and Uses: 


Four lodges and two primitive camps totalling a capacity of 100 
serve visitors in the park and preserve. The lodges are Brooks 

Camp (60 pillows), Grosvenor (8 pillows), Kulik (16 pillows), and 
Enchanted Lake Lodge (4 pillows); the camps are Nonvianuk (4-6 
pillows) and Battle Lake (4-6 pillows). The lodges at Brooks and 
Grosvenor are on public land and operate under a concession contract. 
The other lodges and camps are on private land, but utilize park 
lands and waters in serving their visitors. Several persons with 
cabins on private land in the Lake Camp area rent on an informal 
basis. 


While the number of overnight visitors in most of the lodges has 
remained fairly constant over the past ten years, visitors at 
Grosvenor have increased dramatically from 16 in 1975 to 143 in 
1981. In addition, visitors to the NPS public campground at Brooks 
Camp increased from 168 in 1970 to 847 in 1981. There is currently 
a ten-day limit for continuous camping. 


Backcountry use and use of private aircraft for access into Brooks 
Camp have increased substantially. There were only 24 backcountry 
users in 1970 compared to 452 in 1980, and the number of private 
aircraft counted at Brooks Camp increased from 196 in 1970 to 478 
ua) USE a 


Lake Camp - the only area in the park accessible by road - accommo- 
dates about 85% of Katmai's annual visitor total of 10-12,000, 
though total visitor hours are substantially higher at Brooks Camp. 
Over the past decade the count has remained fairly constant, ranging 
between 8 to 12 thousand visitors per year, and consisting mostly 

of local persons going fishing or guiding clients. 


River Float Trips: 


Until the proclamation of 1978 increased the acreage of the monument, 
float trips were limited to the "Savonoski Loop," a trip from the 
Bay of Islands area down Grosvenor River to its confluence with the 
Savonoski and back to Brooks Camp via Naknek Lake. Occasionally, 
the Angle and Takayofo creeks were also floated. The northern 
expansion brought the Alagnak River under National Park Service 
jurisdiction, and ANILCA established approximately 67 miles of the 
upper portion as a wild river. Currently, 16 commercial operators 
are authorized to run float trips in the park and preserve, nearly 
all of which put in at Nonvianuk Camp at the outlet of the branch 

of Alagnak flowing out of Nonvianuk Lake. It is also possible to 
float the Alagnak from Kukaklak Lake, though this route is difficult 
(Class III). Current levels of use are not accurately known, but 
verbal reports indicate that at least 25 parties floated portions 

of the river in 1981. It is also possibile to float the American 
Creek from Hammersly Lake to Lake Coville, though numerous shallow, 
rocky rapids make this a difficult trip for boats. It appears that 
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the number of float trips will continue to increase over the next 
few years. 


sport Hunting and Trapping: 


The ANILCA legislation created the 308,000 acre Katmai National 
Preserve where sport hunting and trapping are permitted. Park 
management has but scant data about wildlife populations in the 
preserve and the hunting and trapping pressures that exist. It can 
be assumed, however, that most persons who hunted and trapped in 

the area prior to its becoming a preserve will continue to do so, 

and in view of diminishing habitat elsewhere in the State, it can 

be assumed also that hunting pressures will increase in the preserve. 


D. Commerical Operators: 


Since Katmai began issuing commercial business licenses in 1980, 39 
individuals or firms have been authorized to provide a variety of 
visitor services in the park and preserve. The majority of those 
operators offer a mixture of activities, including fishing, sight- 
seeing, air taxi, photography, float trips and backpacking. A few 
Specialize in one activity, generally guiding fishermen. Of the 39 
license holders, only 10 to 15 are known to use the park and preserve 
more than a few times a season. It is expected that there will be 
periodic turn overs when some license holders lose interest in 
maintaining their license and others are added. 


Commercial Clamming: 


The Alaska Statehood Act granted title and ownership of lands below 
mean high tide to the State of Alaska. The State encourages commer- 
cial clam digging on the beaches of Shelikof Strait and conducts 
razor clam research there. Park management grants special use 
permits to the State and commercial diggers to allow them to use 
park lands temporarily during the clamming season. It is likely 
that over the next few years these activities will continue at 

about their present levels. 


Private Lands: 


Presidential Proclamation #2177, dated June 15, 1936, modified the 
previous proclamations "so as to make the reservations contained 
therein subject to valid claims under the public-land laws." This 
proclamation had the effect of legalizing bona fide claims pre- 
dating the monument. About 19 acres of land at Kaguyak, Katmai Bay 
and Kukak Bay - all previously owned by the Russian Orthodox Church - 
reverted to church ownership. No activities have occurred on these 
lands since the monument was established, and there is no evidence 
that any activites will occur in the immediate future. 


The 1969 addition to the monument included 10 acres of privately 
owned land adjacent to Lake Camp. Originally this land was owned 
by two parties; however, it has been resold as one-acre parcels and 
developed as summer homesites. Over the past two years six new 
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cabins have been constructed, and it is likely that more will be 
constructed in the future. 


In the 1978 proclamation and subsequently in ANILCA, lands located 
west of the 1969 boundary and north of Naknek River were included 
within the boundary. Consisting of approximately 9,200 acres, this 
lands is owned by Paug-Vik, the village Native corporation based in 
Naknek. The corporation is currently studying options for use and 
development in the area, and park management expects that some 
development will take place. Also included in the proclamation and 
subsequently in ANILCA is a small parcel of private land situated 
south of the Naknek River. It is owned by Alaska Peninsula Corpora- 
tion. Though there has been some speculation about use and develop- 
ie of this parcel, at this time there are no known development 
plans. 


MAJOR ISSUES 


The issue of access to Brooks Camp and other points within the park and 
preserve. 


The issue of accommodating increasing demands on a few popular, limited 
Sites and resources without diminishing the quality of visitor experiences 
or adversely impacting resources. Examples include the Brooks Camp 

area, Kulik and Alagnak rivers, Bay of Islands, Valley of Ten Thousand 
Smokes, Lake Camp and the Grosvenor Camp area. 


The issue of how to manage uses of the park and preserve's resources 

prior to understanding the impact of these activities. Examples include 
landing wheeled aircraft in the Angle-Takayota Creek drainage, increased 
float trips on the Alagnak and camping along the way, hunting and trapping 
in the preserve, concession-marketed, backpack trips into the Valley of 
Ten Thousand Smokes, and canoe trips on Brooks Lake and around the 
Savonoski loop. 


The issue of how to manage and protect the resources along the 100-mile 
coastline and at the same time accommodate present and potential uses. 


The issue of uses and developments by private in-holders. 


The issue of managing consumptive activities such as sport hunting and 
trapping in the preserve consistent with the legislative mandate. 


The issue of criteria for opening or closing areas to aircraft landings. 


The issue of cooperative management with the State of Alaska in matters 
of law enforcement and fish and wildlife protection. 


The issue of accommodating visitors in the vicinity of Brooks Camp where 
there is the most significant summer and fall habitat for and populations 
of brown bear in the park and preserve together with some of the best 

and most accessible sport fishing in Katmai. 
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The issue of continued uses of the Brooks River area by visitors, con- 
cessioners, and National Park Service personnel and their possible 
Impacts on an archeological district listed in the National Register of 
Historic Places. 


The issue of implementing regulations that change or modify several 
existing CFR regulations within the old monument boundary and regulations 
that alter allowable resource uses in the additions. 


MANAGEMENT OBJECTIVES 


Management and Administration:

Upgrade the park headquarters at King Salmon to a level to respond 
effectively to the needs for visitor services and protection , and 
for maintenance and resource management needs of the expanded 
Katmai National Park and Preserve. 


Establish a seasonally staffed operation at Novianuk Camp. 


Work cooperatively with the State of Alaska, local governments, and 
private interests so that their land and water plans reflect consid- 
eration for the resources and purposes of the park and preserve. 


Manage the upper 67 miles of the Alagnak River, including its two 
upper branches, consistent with the provisions of the Wild and 
Scenic Rivers Act. 


Manage the new additions to the park and preserve in a manner that 
will protect their scenic, cultural, and natural values and provide 
for appropriate visitor use. 


Resource Managment:

‘Identify, protect and perpetuate Katmai's outstanding wildlife, 


vegetation, water and volcanic features in their wilderness 
environment. 


Maintain the park and preserve as an area where the Alaskan brown 
bears can exist as naturally as possible with minimal adverse 
impacts from humans. 


Preserve the natural spawning conditions for the red salmon, 
rainbow trout and other fish native to the park/preserve. 


Manage the natural and physical resources of the park/preserve to 
ensure the perpetuation of the factors basic to the area's 
establishment. 


Work cooperatively and interdependently with the Alaska Department 
of Fish and Game and the U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service in 
regulating consumptive uses of natural resources in Katmai National 
Preserve so as to maintain optimum population levels. 
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Prepare and annually update a Resource Management Plan. 


Encourage and participate in research efforts for the purpose of 
assuring that there is adequate information on which to base sound 
management decisions concerning the park/preserve's natural, cultural 
and physical resources. 


Identify, preserve and protect the park/preserve's cultural resources, 
including the remains of early 20th Century activities and the 

Sites associated with earlier cultures in a manner consistent with 
historic preservation laws, service policies and the purpose of the 
area. Particular attention will be paid to the known locations, 

such as Fure's Cabin, the village of Old Savonoski, and the Brooks 
River Archeological District. 


Locate and identify known historic and prehistoric sites and structures 
for possible designation in the National Register of Historic 
Places and Alaska Heritage Resource Survey. 


Visitor Use and Interpretation: 


Foster visitor understanding of and appreciation for the dramatic 
natural forces responsible for the park's volcanic features, the 
Alaskan cultural history and the superlative fish and wildlife. 


In accordance with the provisions of ANILCA, accommodate sports 
hunting and trapping in the National Preserve. 


Provide visitors with adequate means of access to the park, consistent 
with the wilderness character of the area. 


Interpret the park and preserve through non-sophisticated, highly 
personal techniques and programs consistent with Katmai's visitor 
use pattern and relatively low numbers of visitors. 


Design and maintain visitor use areas in harmony with Katmai's 
wilderness character and minimize any adverse effects on the natural, 
cultural and physical resource values. 


Encourage visitor activities compatible with Katmai's natural 
environment, including backpacking, camping, hiking, sightseeing, 
fishing, canoeing and kayaking. 


Prepare visitor information brochures and booklets describing the 
expanded park and preserve's features, access, accommodations, 
visitor services and recreational opportunities. 


Update the interpretive prospectus for the park and preserve. 
Through programs, informal talks, and issuing back-country permits 


provide information to visitors to minimize camping impacts on 
natural areas. 
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10. Determine what feasible methods park management can employ to 
better accommodate handicapped visitors. 


Visitor Protection and Safety: 


ie Encourage public safety by increasing visitor awareness of the 
potential hazards associated with backcountry use, boating, wildlife 
and sub-arctic climatic conditions.

Public Law 96-487 --- December 2, 1980 


ALASKA NATIONAL INTEREST LANDS CONSERVATION ACT 


Title II -- National Park System 


Additions to Existing Areas 


.

Sec. 202. The following areas of the National Park System are 
hereby expanded: 


(2) Katmai National Monument, by the addition of an area containing 
approximately one million and thirty-seven thousand acres of public 
land. Approximately three hundred and eight thousand acres of additional 
public land is hereby established as Katmai National Preserve, both as 
generally depicted on map numbered 90,007 and dated July 1980; furthermore, 
the monument is hereby redesignated as "Katmai National Park." The 
monument addition and preserve shall be managed for the following purposes, 
among others: To protect habitats for, and populations of, fish and 
wildlife including, but not limited to, high concentrations of brown/ 
grizzly bears and their denning areas; to maintain unimpaired the water 
habitat for significant salmon populations; and to protect scenic, 
geological, culutral and recreational features. 
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APPENDIX "C" 


LEGISLATIVE REQUIREMENTS OF ANILCA 
Inholdings and Regulations, Section 103 (c): 


The park and preserve were established subject to valid existing rights, 
and according to the provisions of Section 103 (c), no lands "conveyed 
to the State, to any Native Corporation, or to any private party shall 
be subject to regulations applicable solely to public lands." 


General Administration, Section 203: 


Section 203 provides that "hunting shall be permitted in areas designated 
as national preserves under the provisions of this Act. Subsistence 

uses by local residents shall be allowed in national preserves and, 

where specifically permitted by this Act, in national monuments and 

parks." Lands, waters, and interests therein withdrawn or reserved for 

the former Katmai National Monument are incorporated within and made a 

part of Katmai National Park, and funds for the former monument are made 
available for the park. No fees shall be charged for entrance or admission 
to any unit of the National Park System in Alaska. 


Lands Withdrawn from Appropriation or Disposal, Section 206: 


Section 206 provides that "Subject to valid existing rights, and except 
as explicitly provided otherwise in this Act, the Federal lands within 
units of the National Park System established or expanded by or pursuant 
to this Act are hereby withdrawn from all forms of appropriation or 
disposal under the public land laws including location, entry, and 

patent under the United States mining laws, disposition under the mineral 
leasing laws, and from future selection by the State of Alaska and 

Native Corporations." 


Wild and Scenic Rivers, Section 601 (25): 


Section 601 (25) establishes in the Wild and Scenic Rivers System that 
segment of the main stem and major tributary to the Alagnak, the Nonvianuk 
River, located in Katmai National Preserve. 


Administrative Provisions, Wild and Scenic Rivers, Section 605: 


Section 605 provides that the river segment and tributary mentioned 
above are classified, designated, and shall be adminstered as a wild 
river pursuant to the Wild and Scenic Rivers Act. It further provides 
that the Secretary of the Interior shall within three years after the 
enactment of ANILCA establish detailed boundaries and formulate detailed 
development and management plans for this wild river. 


Wilderness Designation & Administration, Sections 701, 70/7: 


Section 701 in accordance with Wilderness Act (78 Stat. 890) designated 
approximately 3,473,000 acres as Katmai Wilderness, and Section /07 
provides that except where otherwise expressed in ANILCA, the Wilderness 
Act obtains in matters of management and uses. 
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Native Allotments, Section 905: 


Section 905 provides for approval of Alaska Native allotment applications 
pending before the Department of Interior on or before December 18, 

1971. The approval date is stipulated as the "one hundred eightieth day 
following the effective date of the Act." 


Alaska Land Bank, Section 907: 


Section 907 provides for an Alaska Land Bank and stipulates that, "In 
addition to any requirements of applicable law, the appropriate Secretary 
is authorized to provide technical and other assistance with respect to 
fire control, trespass control, resource and land use planning, the 
managemnt of fish and wildlife, and the protection, maintenance, and 
enhancement of any special values of land subject to agreement, all with 
or without reimbursement as agreed upon by parties." By joining the 
Alaska Land Bank persons and corporations become immune to “real property 
taxes and assessments by the United States, the State, or any political 
Subdivision of the State." Such “immunity shall cease if the lands 
involved are leased or developed, as such terms are used in Section 21 
Ld) moteANGSAch 


Assessing Mineral Resources, Section 1010: 


Section 1010 provides that the "Secretary shall, to the full extent of 
his authority, assess the oil, gas, and other mineral potential on all 
public lands in the State of Alaska in order to expand the data base 
with respect to the mineral potential of such lands." The assessments 
Shall take place notwithstanding any restrictions under the Wilderness 
Act, but shall "not occur during nesting, calving, spawning or such 
other times as fish and wildlife in the specific area may be especially 
vulnerable to such activities." 


Transportation and Utility System and Access, Title XI: 


Title XI provides measures and procedures for transportation and utility 
systems in and across and access into conservation units. The provisions 
address the fact that the transportation and utility network in Alaska 

is largely undeveloped. The title covers a broad range of particulars 
including procedural requirements such as environmental impact statements; 
rights-of-way terms and conditions; special access to inholdings permitting 
the uses of snowmachines, motorboats, airplanes and nonsurface transpor- 
tation methods for traditional activities and for travel to and from 
villages and homesites; and temporary access for the purpose of survey, 
geophysical, exploratory, or other temporary uses. 


Conservation and Management Plan, Secu one cule 


Section 1301 provides that within five years from the enactment of 
ANILCA (December 2, 1980) the "Secretary shall develop and transmit to 
the appropriate Committees of Congress a conservation and management 
plan for each of the new units of the National Park System established 
or to which additions are made by this Act." 
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Land Acquisition Authority, Section 1302: 


Section 1302 authorizes the Secretary to acquire by "purchase, donation, 
exchange, or otherwise any lands within the boundary of any conservation 
system unit other than the National Forest Wilderness," but excepted are 
lands owned by the State or a political subdivision thereof, Native 
corporations or Native groups, or an individual or spouse or lineal 
descendent therefrom as provided in ANCSA Section 14 (c) (1) and (d) or 

a Native possessing a Native allotment as provided in Section 14 (h). In 
addition, Section 1302 of ANILCA provides for land exchanges, improvements 
of property, rights of retainment, hardship considerations, and exchange 
authority. 


Cabins and Other Structures on NPS Lands, Section 1303: 


Section 1303 provides that cabins or other structures existing prior to 
December 8, 1973, may be used and occupied by the claimant on the basis 

of a five-year, renewable, nontransferable permit. Cabins or other 
structures occupied between December 18, 1973, and December 1, 1978, may 

be used and occupied on the basis of one-year, nontransferable, nonrenewable 
permit. On a case-by-case basis, the Secretary may extend the permit 

term beyond one year. 


Admininstrative Sites and Visitor Facilities, Section 1306: 


Section 1306 provides that the Secretary may establish administrative 
Sites and visitor facilities within a unit or outside boundaries in the 
vicinity of the unit, and -- if practicable and desirable -- on Native 
lands in the vicinity of the unit. 


Continuation of Existing Visitor Services, Section 1307: 


Section 1307 provides that the Secretary shall permit persons adequately 
operating visitor service businesses on or before January 1, 1979, to 
continue to operate such services and similar types of services. In 
selecting persons to provide visitor services --- except guiding for 

sport fishing and hunting --- the Secretary is authorized to give preference 
to the Native Corporation directly affected by the establishment of the 
unit and to residents local to the unit. 


Local Hire, Section 1308: 


Section 1308 provides that the Secretary shall establish a program to 
consider for job selections local persons with special knowledge and 
skills concerning the resources of a unit and the management thereof. In 
selecting these persons Civil Service laws and regulations, employment 
preference, and numerical limitation could be disregarded. 


Navigation Aids and Other Facilities, Section/1310: 


Section 1310 provides that there shall be "reasonable access to, and 
operations and maintenance of, existing air and water navigation aids, 
communications sites and related facilities and existing facilities for 
weather, climate, and fisheries research and monitoring," and for national 
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defense Purposes. The section also provides for the establishment, 
operation, and management of new facilities. 


Administration of National Preserves, Section 1313: 


Section 1313 provides that, "A National Preserve in Alaska shall be 
administered and managed as a unit of the National Park System in the 
Same manner as a national park except as otherwise provided in this Act 
and except that the taking of fish and wildlife for sport purposes and 
subsistence uses, and trapping shall be allowed in a national preserve 
under applicable State and Federal law and regulation." The section also 
provides measures and procedures for closures. 


Taking of Fish and Wildlife, Section 1314: 


Section 1314 acknowledges the responsibility and authority of the State 
of Alaska for managing fish and wildlife on public lands and the re- 
Sponsibility and authority of the Secretary over the management of 
public lands. Areas designated as national parks or National Park 
System monuments shall be closed to the taking of wildlife, but shall 
permit fishing according to applicable State and Federal law and shall 
permit subsistence uses by local, rural residents. 


Wilderness Management, Cabins and Shelters, Section 1315: 


Section 1315 (d) provides that the Secretary is authorized to construct 
and maintain a limited number of new public use cabins and shelters -- 
harmonious with the landscape -- if such cabins are necessary for the 
protection of public health and safety. 


Temporary Facilities, Section 1316: 


Section 1316 provides the Secretary with authority to permit the con- 
tinued use and the future establishment and use of temporary campsites, 
tent platforms, shelters, and other temporary facilities directly and 
necessarily related to the taking of fish and wildlife. The section also 
provides measures for construction, use, termination, and prohibition. 


Wilderness Review, Section 1317: 


Section 1317 provides that the Secretary review within five years from 
the enactment of ANILCA all lands within units of the National Park 
System as to their suitability or nonsuitability for preservation as 
wilderness. The results of the review with recommendations shall be 
sent to the President and hence to Congress for appropriate action. 
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
